WASHINGTON, Aug. 8. 
It Is said in 


naval circles that the enthusiastic advo- 
cates of a warlike demonstration by the 
United States navall forces in Asiatic 
waters, which would necessitate voyages 
of over 5,000 miles from San Francisco, 
nnd nearly 16,000 from New York, these 
ports being the bases of American naval 
operations, give little or no intelligent 
consideration to the problem constantly 
vexing the officials of the goveramflnt, 
who are charged with oaring for our 
interests In various parts of the world. 
Practically the entire navy of the United 
States to-day is In home waters, the only 
fleet abroad worthy of the name consist- 
ing of the Baltimore and Monacacy in 
Korean waters, and the Concord and 
Petrel now steaming to reinforce them 
from thi-lr summer cruise In Bchring 
Sea.Two thousand and five hundred miles 
from Y okahama, with four vessels al- 
rcadtr near the scene of hostilities, the 
United States has a proportionate greater 
protection for the Interests of Its citizens 
in China, Japan and Korea, than else- 
where in the world. It takes 15,000 men 
to keep1 all the present ships In commis- 
sion on ia strlotty peace footing. In time 
of war the navy would .need 38,000 men 
to equip its vessels. The only possible 
way of making 9000 men go round now, 
Is to keep about half tho ships in our 
navy vards, and it will be impossible to 
commission the Maine, Texas, Olynipla, 
ottt large number of the latest vessels, 
without putting other vessels oat of 
commission in order to secure their men. 
Under the present law and appropriation 
It la Impossible to keep mo
